1991 heralds the most significant occasion in the development of women’s 
soccer. In November, FIFA will sponsor the First Women’s World Cup, 
signalling that women’s soccer has reached true international status and 
guaranteeing the legitimacy of women’s participation in soccer. While much 
remains to be done to guarantee gender equity in soccer, FIFA’s action in 
sponsoring the Women’s World Cup represents a significant step forward.
